Persons employed in the Ministry of Railways (Rail- 
way Board) or in the Ministry of External Affairs or 
in excluded Attached Offices or in the Office of the 
Election Commission who are (a) permanent clerks; 
or (b) who have been officiating as clerks continuously 
for not less than three years on 1st January 1958; or 
(c) who were working as Stenographers in the scale 
of Rs. 160 — 10—330 on the 1st January 1958 and who 
continue to serve in such offices; or (d) who have 
been appointed as Stenographers in the scale of 
Rs. 160 — 10 — 330 on thp results of tests already held 
by the Union Public Service Commission. 

7(B)— 

There will be no upper age limit for persons who 
were employed in the Secretariat and Attached Offices 
or in the Ministry of External Affairs as Stenographers 
in the scale of Rs. 160 — 10 — 330 on the 1st January 
1955 and who continue to be so employed. 

Note 2 under paragraph 7(B)— 

Clause (ii) — 

If they are working in the Ministry of Railways or 
in the Ministry of External Affairs or in excluded At- 
tached Offices or in the Office of the Election Commis- 
sion be eligible for permanent or temporary posts in 
their respective offices only.
